President Stands Up for 
Newspaper Men, 


He Refuses to Enter Biltmore 
House Without Them. 


Insolence of George Vanderbilt’s 
Menial Gives Way. 


A Bit of Local Coloring at Asheville, 
N. C.—Seven Citizens of Dark 
Complexion Fan the Head of the 
Nation While He Shakes Hands. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 | 

ASHEVILLE (N. C.,) June 14.—An 
unexpected incident of President Mc- 
Kinley’s tour ‘developed this afternoon 
when it became known to newspaper 
men accompanying the party that per- 
mission to enter Biltmore House, 
George W. Vanderbilt’s splendid man- 
sion, had been refused to them, while 
extended to other membergof the party. 
Mr. Vanderbilt is abroad, and his rep- 
resentative, Charles McName, is with 
him. In the absence of both the estate 
is governed by E. J. Harding, said to 
be an Englishman by birth. : 

When waited on by the local Commit- 
tee on Arrangements a day or two 
ago for permission for the President 
and party to enter Biltmore, he ob- 
jected strongly to receiving any mem- 
bers of the party other than the Pres- 
ident and his Cabinet and the ladies 
with them. He even refused permission 
to Manager McKissick of the Battery 
Park Hotel, in charge of the party 
here, and in the course of conversation 
had with two members of the commit- 
tee, said: “Mr. Vanderbilt spits on 
newspaper notoriety and so do I.” 
After this there was nothing for the 
local committee to do but withdraw. 
So the matter rested until today when 
the President arrived, and J. Addison 
Porter, his secretary, was told of the 
incident. 

He must have informed the Presi- 
dent, for later Mr. Harding was called 
up on the telephone by Mr. Porter and 
asked if it were true that newspaper 
men would not be admitted to the man- 
sion. Porter was told that it was, and 
he then informed Harding that the 
President considered the newspaper 
mey were his invited guests on the trip 
and they were as much a contingent of 
‘the party as members of the Cabinet. 


ing that the President had 
him to say that if the newspaper men 
were barred from the mansion he would 
not step his foot inside the estate. This 
brought things to a crisis, and Mr. 
Harding capitulated with the best grace 
possible, and the newspaper men were 
admitted to the mansion on the same 
a as the President and his Cab- 
net. 

Before going to Biltmore, Representa- 
tive Pearson persuaded Mr. McKinley 
to attend‘a meeting at the Young Men's 
Intsitute Hall of colored people, the 
gift of George W. Vanderbilt. The hall 
was filled to its utmost capacity with 
colored people, comprising laboring 
classes as well as the iocal colored pol- 
iticians and their wives and chidren. 
With Congressman Pearson on one 
side, for ten minutes he shook hands at 
a rapid rate with all who were pre- 
sented to him. It was very warm work. 
Presently the President called for air, 
and seven colored men fanned him 
while the handshaking went on. 

At Biltmore the luxuries of the library 
were lingered over with special delight. 
Mrs. McKinley was given a handsome 
bouquet from Mr. Vanderbilt’s conserv- 
atory as she left the house. The drive 
continued over the French broad boun- 
daries of the estate from the river cot- 
tage to the entrance lodge, and the 
Biltmore incident was closed. } 

The train was taken at Biltmore Sta- 
tion, and the journey to Washington 
resumed about 6 o’clock. 

Secretary Alger was indisposed from 
the extreme heat of the past two days, 
but left Asheville somewhat recuper- 
ated.

NEW YORK, June 14.—The general 
council of the Reformed Episcopal 
Church continued its session this aft- 
ernoon with about half of the delcgates 
present. Bishop Cheney of Chicagu de- 
nied positively that ne had reconsid- 
ered and withdrawn his resignation 
from the committee. it. W. Hare of 
Dr. Cheney’s church said that the 
Reformed Episcopalians of his parish 
and synod would aot withdraw from 
the church, but they would not send 
any more delegates to general councils. 

In contradiction to Mr. Hare’s state- 
ment, indicating that the Chicago 
members were going to remain practi- 
cally independent of the general ccun- 
cil, Mr. Morton of Philadelphia, a ciose 
friend of Bishop Cheney, nominated C. 
G. Keith, a member of Dr. Cheney’s 
parish, to be a trustee of the Theolcg- 
ical Seminary, to fill the vacancy 
caused by one of Friday’s resignations. 
He was elected. Mr. Hare explained 
that Mr. Keith was nominated a trus- 
tee in order that the Chicago churches 
might keep their hold on the seminary. 

Presiding Bishon Fallows was given 
episcopal charge of the synodical jur- 
isdiction of Canada in the -piace of 
Bishop Campbell resigned, unt a new 
bishop is elected by the synod. 
Bishop Cheney of Chicago again made 
a request that his resignation of Fri- 
day be at once acted upon. He said 
that it would be impossible for him 
to remain on any committees until he

FIRE AT ELLIS ISLAND. 


DESTRUCTION OF SHEDS WHERE 
IMMIGRANTS LANDED. 


The Pens and Nearly All Other 
Baildings on the Island Lost. 


Together With Many Valuable 
Records. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.] 

| NEW YORK, June 15.—The United 
States Government. Immigration Sta- 
tion on Ellis Island, in. New York Har- 
bor, was destroyed by fire this morning, 
but with probably no loss of life. The 
fire was first seen at 12:30 o'clock this 
morning by the lookout from the Har- 
bor police station. The fire spread 
rapidly. At 1:05 a. m. the eaves along 
the entire roof began to fall, setting fire 
to the wooden piers and docks on either 
side. At 1:12 a. m. the whole island 
was a mass of flames. As quickly as 
possible two sections of police, twenty 
men, and the police patrol launches 
were sent to the island. 

An alarm was immediately sent tothe 
lower precincts of the city, and twenty- 
five men were ordered to the scene. 
The fire grew weaker, and was soon 
under way, with firemen, policemen 
and others fighting &#. The fire boat 
Mills was sent to the ‘island as\quickly 
as she could be made ready. Later, 
many persons went over in tugs and 


row boats. ; 

The end of the biitétng ig’ which the 
fire started was used for 
cooking and eating by the immigrants. 
The detention pefh, in which there are 
always a considerable number of immi- 
grants being held for investigation, 
was consumed. Besides the 
buildings mentioned, there are a hos- 
pital, the offices of the commission- 
ers, a laundry, a disinfecting depart- 
ment and great cisterns in which are 
stored large quantities of rain water 
gathered from the roof of the buildings. 
The physicians and minor officials live 
in the smaller buildings. 

It is presumed at this hour that these 
with all the other buildings on the isl]- 
and, will be destroyed. 

The valuable records are undoubtedly 
destroyed. The 200 immigrants were 
safely transferred from the island to 
the barge office at the Battery, leaving 
no one on the island except the firemen 
and a few attendants. 

The ferry boat John G. Carlisle, 
which plies between the Battery and 
Ellis Island, arrived at 1:30 o’clock this 
morning ffom the island with the sick 
from the hospital. There were seventy- 
five men and forty-six women and 
children on the boat. Twenty of the 
women were sick, one of them suffering 
from typhoid fever and said to be in a 
serious condition. With the party were 
also the doctors and nurses. 

The buildings consumed were simply 
vast wooden shed structures made of 
the most inflammable material. The 
main building was 440x154 feet and 
four stories high. The first floor was 
devoted to the baggage-room, the offices 
of the inspectors, the pens of the im- 
migrants and offices of the expressmen. 
The second floor was occupfed by im- 
migrants. It was a vast open space, 
divided into pens by picket fences. The 
third floor was a_ gallery, from which 
the crowds below could be inspected 
without coming in contact with the in- 
spectors. 


LUTHERAN PROSPERITY. 


Gain in Membership and Property 
Value for Two Years. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

MANSFIELD (0O.,) June 14.—The 
Lutheran synod got down to work to- 
day. Rev. H. H. Weber, general secre- 
tary of the board of church extension, 
submitted the fourteenth biennial re- 
port. The receipts from the churches 
were larger than during the: previous 
biennial period. The board asked an 
apportionment of $35,000 for the next 
two years. The report of Louis 8. 
Mauss, treasurer of the General Synod, 
showed a deficiency of $1500. The 
synod passed a resolution to make .a 
temporary loan to cover this deficiency. 

W. S. Hinman, statistical secretary, 
reported there are at present in the 
district synods 1508 churches, a gain of 
32 in two years; 205 preaching stations, 
a gain of 33, and the communicant 
membership is 185,728, an increase of 
11,320 over the previous two years. The 
value of the property owned by the 
churches is $11,743,780, a gain of $1,366,- 
402. The indebtedness is $1,195,812, an 
increase of $53,892. 

The total benevolent contributions of 
the congregations were $509,468, a de- 
crease of $68,559. The total raised for 
all purposes was $3,005,620, a decrease 
of $120,798.

Her Government Can't 
Be Overthrown. 


Senator Morgan Has Faith in 
This Revolution. 


Pressure of Business Interests on 
the Administration. 


Tog Dauntless Released from Cas- 
tody—Reports of the Probable 
Annexation of Hawaltl Disturb 
Madrid—Calhoun for Minister. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 14.—A dispatch to 
the World from Washington says: 

“Senator Morgan in an interview last 
night, said: 

“IT have information from most re- 
liable authority that Cuba is under the 
control of a completely-organized civil 
government, stronger today than it 
Was ever, and so established that it is 
impossible now for the Spaniards to 
overthrow it. The Cubans have, by 
the natural resources of that part of 
the island in which they are domi- 
nant, sufficient food supplies to main- 
tain them to the end. The tactics of 
Gen. Gomez in the mean time baffles 
the Spaniards effectually. 

“In the mean time the situation is 
so grave in Spain that the government 
is obliged to keep at home all of its 
regular army of trained, seasoned, dis- 
ciplined troops; an army of 80,000 men, 
50,000 of whom might have been 
landed on the island and swept it from 
one end to the other. But that is now 
out of the question. These soldiers 
are wanted at home to meet dangers 
that are threatening the throne. The 
Spanish government is afraid to put 
in control a man not in accord with its 
past policy. 

“It is impossible for me even to 
conjecture what President McKinley 
will do, although I am not at all in- 
clined to impute to him unpatriotic 
motives. But whatever this govern- 
ment may do, I am satisfied that this 
is one revolution which will not go 
backward. 

““*"Work has already been accepted 
and established which must result in 
the independence of Cuba. The Sen- 
ate’s action defining the relations be- 
tween Spain and Cuba is 
irrevocable declaration of truth 
that there is war in the Island of 
Cuba. 

“The administration is subjected to 
the pressure of two classes of Amer- 
ican citizens concerning themselves 
about purely business matters. One is 
that which is said to have $50,000,000 
and $100,000,000 invested in the island. 
The other is the class which, in this 
case as well as in every other like it, 
avails itself of the opportunity to make 
money out of the dilemmas and dis- 
tresses of others which would have as 
the basis of Cuban independence the is- 
suance of $50,000,000 of bonds, one-half 
to be devoted to repaying the losses 
sustained by Americans and the other 
half to go into the pockets of the bond- 
holders and bond-placers. 

“ ‘This government, I think, is now 
in a state of contention with these in- 
fluences. No matter how earnestly the 
President may believe in doing justice

THE DAUNTLESS RELEASED. 

NEW YORK, June 14.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Key West, Fla., says: 

“The tug Dauntless was) released 
from custody by the Collector-of Cus- 
toms last nicht. Word was soon 
passed among the faithful, and some of 
her original passengers gathered on 
the wharf with bundles and packages, 
from the end of which matchete han- 
dles and the muzzles of revolvers 
could be seen. In the mean time, steam 
was hurriedly gotten up on the Daunt- 
less and the little tug cast off from 
her dock and proceeded to sea. The 
Marblehead, being at anchor in the 
stream, only a short distance off, 
either did not see her or did not care 
to interrupt her. 

“Instead of proceeding to sea through 
the regular ship channel, the Dauntless 
gave the Marblehead a Wide berth, 
passing her far astern and passed out 
through the northwest channel into 
the Florida Bay. A local pilot was 
taken aboard to carry her into the 
Gulf, either through Knight’s Key or 
Bahia Honda channel, where it is al- 
leged a vessel with arms and ammuni- 
tion awaits her. 

“The revenue steamer Forward left 
yesterday, and the McLane sailed to 
try to intercept the expedition, which, 
it is reported, will leave for Cuba 
from some point on the Florida coast.” 

ANXIETY AT MADRID.

NEW YORK, June 15.—A dispatch to 
the Journal from Havana says Spanish 
troops are returning to Spain at the 
rate of 2000 per month.

the expenses being borne jointly by the 
Marquis de Comililas, president of the 
Transatiantic line, and the Spanish Red 
Cross Society here. Probably half the 
men sailing today were ill or wounded 
and at least fifty looked as if they would 
never withstand the voyage. One man 
died while being taken from the hos- 
pital to the wharf to embark.

Will Hold Their Next Session at 
Baltimore—Assessmentis. '

CHICAGO, June 14.—At today’s ses- 
sion of the Independent Order of Free 
Sons of Israel, Baltimore was selected 
as the place for the eleventh quiennial 
session of the order in 1902. The Exec- 
utive Committee was directed to adopt 
a suitable emblem. 

After the afternoon session the ma- 
jority report of the Committee on En- 
dowment was brought before the com- 
mittee, and debate on this report con- 
tinued until 7 o’clock, when a recess 
was taken to 8 o'clock.

LEFT THE RAILS. 


Fatal Accident on the Grand Rapids 
and Indiana Road.

RICHMOND (Ind.,) June 14.—Train

was derailed this afternoon at Stone 
station, near Ridgeville, four miles 
north of. here.

Mr. Hoar Responds to 
Pitchiork Tillman. 


Vague Charges of Irregularity 
Pronounced Infamous, 


Senate Refuses to Make One 


Basis for Sugar. 


Republicans Caucas on the Bill—The 
Hawatian Treaty Passed Over. 
Hounty on Beet Prodact With- 
drawn—Anti-Trast Amendment,

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The Sen- 

ate debate on the sugar schedule of 

the Tariff Bill proceeded today with 


only one diverting incident to re- 
lieve the monotony into which the 
discussion has lapsed. This was the 


eharp exchange between Mr. Hoar of 
Massachusetts and Mr. Tillman of 
South Carolina, representing the two 
extremes of Senatorial procedure. 
Mr. Tillman referred to published 
charges of irregularity in connection 
with the sugar schedule, and asserted 
that the Senate would stand convicted 
before the American people if i 
failed to investigate the charges. Mr. 
Hoar calmly and impressively repelled 
this etatement, his tone and language 
being calculated as a rebuke. He de- 
clared that the vague charges of if} 


regularity were not only preposteroga, 
but infamous. 

Mr. Allison, in charge of the bill, 
made another speech in defense of the 
schedule, presenting tables which he 
declared proved that the sugar refin- 
ers received less protection under the 
Senate schedule than under the ex- 
isting law. 

Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota 
spoke at length in favor of his amend- 
ment to place on the free list articles 
controlled by trusts, severely arraign- 
ing the various trusts. Mr. Allen of 
Nebraska urged legal procedure against 
the trusts. 

Only one roll call occurred during 
the day, on Mr. Lindsay’s amendment 
to place all sugars on the same basis. 
This was rejected by 26 to 29. Mr. 
McEnery of Louisiana, a Democrat, 
voted with the Republicans in the 
negative, and Senators Pettigrew and 
Mantle with the Democrats in the 
affirmative. 

REPUBLICANS FIXING THINGS. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The 
publican Senators were in caucus for 
more than three hours tonight, and 
when adjournment was reached not 
much progress was reported. The 
Hawaiian treaty proposition was passed 
over, to be considered at another 
caucus, as several Senators expressed 
the opinion that if it were true that 
a treaty of annexation was to be sent 
in, it would be absurd to enact legis- 
lation looking to the abrogation of the 
treaty of reciprocity. Senators who 
were aware of the progress of the 
treaty did not feel at liberty to give 
the caucus full information. Although 
there was much reticence observed, it 
was believed that the President would 
bo consulted tomorrow on the subject 
of the proposed treaty. 

The caucus was in session from 8 
until 11:30 o’chock, and three proposi- 
tions only were under consideration. 
These were: The question of what to 
do with the Hawaiian’ reciprocity 
treaty, the advisability of giving @& 
bounty on beet sugar, and the ques- 
tion of an anti-trust amendment. 

The Hawaiian treaty question was 
passed over, but the sugar-hounty 
proposition was withdrawn, and the 
anti-trust amegdment was referred to 
the Republican members of the Judi- 
cia Committee. 

The proposition of a beet-sugar 
bounty was broached by Senator Gear. 
of Iowa, who proposed that a bounty 
be given of ‘%*% cent @ pound per 
annum, decreasing at the rate of one- 
tenth cent a year for five years, when 
that bounty should cease. The sugges- 
tion was opposed by several eastern 
Senators*as being based on an objec- 
tionable system. It was supported by 
Senators Gear, Thurston and Shoup. 
There was such determined opposition 
to the bounty plan that Mr. Gear re- 
duced the figure to 4 of a cent per 
pound, and then withdrew it entirely 
without asking a vote on it. 

The principal speech on the question 
of the advisability of an anti-trust 
amendment affecting the entire bill, 
which was the next matter taken up, 
was made by Senator Carter of Mon- 
tana, who moved that the subject be 
referred to the Republican members 
of the Judiciary Committee with in- 
structions to investigate the question 
thoroughly with a view to deciding 
what action could be taken to limit 
trusts. The Pettigrew amendment and 
the Nelson amendments, the latter 
Senator having two on the trust sub- 
ject, were before the caucus, and there 
was an evident desire on the part of 
some of the Senators to have immedi- 
ate action. 

Mr. Carter stated that he was anxi- 
ous as any Senator could be to enact 
efficient anti-trust legislation, but it 
was all important that, whatever ac- 
tiom was taken, should be in proper 
form and able to stand a judicial test. 
He urged the party in very strong 
terms to take hold of the trust ques- 
tion at the present time, saying it was 
going to be without doubt the impor- 
tant question of the future. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that both questions 
of tariff and finances would soon be 
subordinate to that of trusts. There 
was no decision on Mr. Carter’s propo- 
sition to report the matter to the 
Judiciary Committee. It was their un- 
derstanding that an early report would 
be made to the Republican caucus. 

In accordance with the action of the 
caucus, when the sugar schedule is 
taken up in the Senate tomorrow and 
the voting stage is reached on the Pet- 
tigrew amendment against trusts, Sen- 
ator Allison will ask. that the vote shall 
be postponed until the consideration 


of the Tariff Bill as a whole shall be 


completed. He also will ask to have 
the Hawaiian reciprocity qtestion post- 
poned for the present.

AUBURN, June 14.—Georgetown, a 
mining town in. Eldorado county, twen- 
ty-five miles from here, burned to the 
ground this morning. . The. fire origi- 
nated in Shepard's grocery store in the 
middle of. the main block at 9:45 o'clock 
this morning, and the fire spread both 
ways, burning everything from the 
American Hotel to .the water, com- 
pany’s office. Among the buildings 

urned were Shepard's grocery store, 
Jarret’s grocery, Mrs. Jackson's notion 
store, Orilla’s, postoffice, express office, 
Sternberger’s grocery, Prewitt’s bak- 
ery, the. Pioneer lodging-house, two 
barber shops, three saloons, undertak- 
ing parlors and Sherer’s shoe store and 
both meat markets. 

Just before the fire had run its 
course there was a terriffc explosion 
of giant powderin Sternberger’s store. 
Mrs. William Newell instantly 
killed and Mrs. McLain seriously in- 
jured. The little son of Editor Hul- 
bert had his leg broken, and many 
others received slight injuries as a re- 
sult of the shock. Every window in 
the residence portion was broken, and 
all those business buildings which had 
not wholly been destroyed were leveled 
to the ground. ' 
Everything was in confusion, and 
the entire business portion of the town 
is a barren waste. The strong wind 
blowing at the time fed the flames as 
if they were burning so much paper. 

PLACERVILLE, June 14.—News re- 
ceived from Georgetown shows that an 
entire block, composed of fifteen busi- 
ness houses, was destroyed by the fire. 
The fire started in Tahoe saloon from 
what ts supposed to have been a defec- 
tive chimney. An explosion of powder 
in the store of Sternberg & Lane shat- 
tered many buildings and killed Wil- 
liam Newell and Mrs. McLain. The 
loss. is estimated at between $150,000 
and $200,0000. The buildings burned are 
Stephens’s saloon, the Pioneer Hotel 
of Charles Worni, Frey’s butcher-shop, 
Frank Scherrera’s saloon, B. F. Shep- 
herd’s’ three business houses, Freder- 
ick’s barber shop, A. Francis’s build- 
ing, A. Orelli’s saloon and residence, 
the postoffice, O. Sherrer’s boot and 
shoe store, Smeder’s buildings, Mrs. 
Jackson’s stére, Sternberger & Lane’s 
store, and D. Jerret’s mercantile estab- 
lishment. 


THE LOST KINKORA. 


Driven Upon Clipperton Reef—The 
Rescue Party. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—Advices 
from Acapulco, per steamer City of 
Para, have been received, giving the 
particulars of the wreck of the British 
ship Kinkora on Clipperton Reef on 
May 2. 
It appears that while on the voyage 
from Puget Sound to England with a 
cargo of lumber, the Kinkora was 
struck by a squall and dismasted on 
May 1, when some six hundred miles 
northwest of Acapulco. Capt. McMur- 
tle made an effort to rig up jury- 
masts in the hope of making the near- 
est port, but another storm drove the 
vessel upon Clipperton Reef that night, 
and the crew of twenty-seven men 
landed on the reef and camped there. 

After vainly waiting for a passing 
sail for some days, the first officer and 
a crew of six men volunteered to make 
the trip tO Acapulco, which they finally 
reached, more dead than alive, on June 
3. When the rescuing party left Clip- 
perton Island there was sufficient food 
to last the remaining twenty men 
about four months. - 


IN THE SUGAR FIELDS. 


California Using Fewer 
Even Than Hawaii. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—State 
Labor Commissioner Fitzgerald, who 
has just returned from a personal in- 
vestigation of the labor employed in 
the beet fields at Pleasanton, Alvarado, 
Watsonville and Salinas, says: 

“I find that between 95 and 98 per 
cent. of all the labor used in the beet 
fields of California is Japanese and 
Chinese, with the Chinese fast going 
to the wall as against the competition 
of Japanese. 

“The cane fields of Hawaii have 
over 14 per cent, of white labor, while 
the beet flelds of’ our California show 
but 5 percent. at present. The Jap- 
anese bosses in the flelds told me that 
next year they will handle the entire 
industry, and that they can get all the 
Japanese by way of Victoria. They 
Say, too, that they expect to become 
farmers and bid against the whites in 
renting the land.

' WIth Agents Being Reached.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—Delega- 
tions from the local insurance agents 
of Los Angeles, Stockton, Sacramento 
and San José held protracted confer- 
ences today with the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers of the Pacific and. its secretary, 
Alfred Stillman, with reference to thie 
differences that have sprung up over 
putting into practice the compact rules 
governing’ city agents. 

Stockton was represented by Lyndall 
J. Miller, R. B. Oullahan, M. D. Eaton 
and George Crane; Sacramento by Ed- 
ward I. GaWin, Daniel Carmichael and 
Mr. Hayford; San José by George 
Rucker; arid Los Arigeles by Frank 8. 
Hicks. The principa? grievances of the 
interior agents have been the 15 per 
cent. commission, the thirty days credit 
rule and what is known as overhead 
writing of business in San Francisco. 
The first tWo have been arranged by 
the compact, and by the latter in turn 
extending the credit period from thirty 
to sixty. days. Theré only remains, 
therefore, to be adjusted, the over- 
head business; The agents had secured 
@ concession whereby country business 
taken in San Francisco should be com- 
pensated by the payment of only 10 per 
cent. commission. 

They demanded, however, that only 
one agent to a company should be al- 
lowed in each town, a point which the 
companies in the compact are not dis- 
posed to concede. No definite result 
was reached. The delegates were told 
that the committee would take the 
matter under consideration. The West- 
chester Insurance Company, a non- 
board company, has under contempla- 
tion the abolition of its general agency 
on this Coast, and the reporting of all 
business to New York.

DEATH AT SEA. 

Barney Barnato Commits Suicide by 


Jamping from a Steamer en 
, Route to England. 


HIS VAST WEALTH DWINDLING. 


NEWS WAS NO SURPRISE TO HIS 
SISTER-IN-LAW.

All England Anxiously Waiting to 
Note What Effect His Death Will 
Have on Their Investments. 
The Wild Leap. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. } 


LONDON, June 14.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A special dispatch from Funchal, 
Island of Madeira, off the west coast 
of Morocco, says that on the arrival 
there today of the British steamship 
Scot, which left Table Bay (Cape 
Town) on June 2 for Southampton, it 
was announced that Barney Barnato, 
the South African diamond king, who 
was among the passengers, had com- 
mitted suicide by leaping overboard. 
His body was recovered. 

The late Barney Barnato was in 
many respects the most remarkable 
speculator of the century. Of all the 
Englishmen who have taken part in 
the development of South Africa, two 
only have secured a world-wide repu- 
tation. These have been Cecil Rhodes 
and Barnett Isaacs, more often and 
less respectfully styled Barney. Bar- 
nato was an assumed name, a sort of 
stage name, for he began his life in 
South Africa by exhibiting a _ trick 
donkey some twenty-five years ago. He 
was then about 20 years old. 

Barney Barnato was an English Jew. 
Up to the point where his fortunes be- 
gan to decline, he made money by 
leaps and bopnds, and in 1895, when his 
good fortune was at its zenith, it was 
estimated that he controlled interests 
worth in the neighborhood of £100,000,- 

It was the fashion to call him the 
richest man in the world. At that 
time he was virtually the king of the 
London money market. 

In the autumn of 1895, when the boom 
in Kaffirs, the shares of the compara- 
tively new gold mines of the Transvaal, 
South Africa, was at its height, every 
man, woman and child in. London, with 
money to invest, invested it in Kaffirs. 
The craze was the last of those finan- 
cial fevers which periodically attack 
conservative England, the “South Sea 
bubble” being the first. For months 
it was the controlling passion in Lon- 
don, and it was most rampant in Paris 
and Berlin. The shares went to un- 
heard-of figures and fortunes were 
made in a day. 

The center of this tremendous finan- 
cial outburst was Barney Bartnato, and 
he was conservatively estimated at 
that time as worth between $100,000,000 
and $150,000,000. Among his assets was 
a bank originally capitalized at $12,- 
500,000. In a very few months its cap- 
ital stock rose im value to $45,000,000. 

Barnato was born in London. Little 
is known as to his early life, except 
that he received his instruction from a 
private tutor instead of attending the 
public schools. He was a younger son, 
and at the age of 20 went to South 
Africa, then a much more unknown 
territory than it is now, thinly popu- 
lated by Englishmen or persons of 
English descent. The Kimberly dia- 
mond mines were just beginning to be 
productive. With his few pounds of 


_ capital, he began dealing in diamonds 


in a small way. He was clever and 
pushing. Everything he touched he 
made successful. In five years he had 
earned enough in the retail sale of dia- 
monds to purchase shares in the mines 
from which his merchandise had come. 
Before another five years had elapsed 
his heldings at Kimberly had become 
very large, and when the Transvaal 
gold fields were discovered he had 
profits to invest in them. 

In 1886 Barnato was a definite money 
power in South Africa, and began to 
be spoken of as the rival o Cecil 
Rhodes. Unlike in temperament, the 
two men started out to be opponents, 
but in 1888 they reached the_conclu- 
sion simultaneously that their respec- 
tive interests could be best promoted 
by combining forces, and the De Beers 
consolidated mines were the result, one 
of the most valuable pieces of prop- 
erty in the world. 

Although Barnato represented Kim- 
berly twice in the Cape Legislature, 
he had little time to give to politics, 
and little interest in their field of ac- 
tivity. Cecil Rhodes used wealth only 
as a means of political control; Bar- 
nato aspired only to such control of 
men as comes from being fabulously 
rich. His record in the Cape Legisla- 
ture was quite devoid of incident. 
When the tremendous increase in his 
mining interests called for the estab- 
lishment of a London branch this took 
the form of the Barnato Bank. From 
that date he spent most of his time 
in London, living at first in Earl 
Spencer’s town residence, but moving 
finally into a more magnificent man- 
sion overlooking Hyde Park. 

While in Africa he married and had 
three children, two sons and a daugh- 
ter. He always had, or professed to 
have, boundless faith in the future of 
the Transvaal, and his personal popu- 
larity among all classes of Afrikanders 
was remarkable. 

SAYS HE FELL OVERBOARD.

TREMBLING FOR THEIR FUNDS, 


All England Anxious for the Safety 
of the Investments. 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

LONDON, June 15.—[Special Dis- 
patch.) It will be well with the world 
if no appalling financial calamity 
should keep alive the memory of Bar- 
ney Barnato. This morning all Eng- 
land is anxious for the safety of mil- 
lipns of pounds of savings that were 
flung into Kaffir securities on the 
advice of this man. 

Kaffir securities for three years were 
the passion, not only with the finan- 
ciers of Europe, but with the trades- 
men and peasants of England. Com- 
pared with it the mad rush to be in 
the South Sea bubble was put a@ mod- 
erate dealing. These securities went 
down enormously within the Past two 
months. It will be well if they do not 
go down entirely with the life which 
the ocean quenched. 

The report of Barnato’s suicide was 
made at Funchal by the captain of the 
steamer Scot. His report was that Bar- 
nato, who had not shown the least 
sign of agitation, but who had kept 
rather more closely to his cabin than 
usual on board ship, suddenly appeared 
on deck while most of the passengers 
were in the saloon, and with a cry that 
the second officer says was a curse, and 
the passengers say was only an un- 
meaning shriek, dashed over the side. 


The engines were immediately reversed, 
and life-buoys were thrown to the man, 
who was seen to be struggling in the 


willing to reach them. 

The drill for “man overboard” on 
British steamships is efficient and 
prompt, and no time was lost in getting 
out a boat. They rowed back to where 
Barnato’s body could be seen tossing on 
the waves, and in a few minutes the 
boatswain had his hand in Barnato’s 
hair and in another moment he was in 
the boat. Every attempt was made to 
revive him, but artificial respiration, 
massage of his abdomen, and rolling 
him on a barrel were equally inefficient. 

HIS SISTER-IN-LAW. 

NEW YORK, June 15.—The 
says: 

“ “Barney is dead.’ These three words 
were flashed under the ocean and over 
the wires from Johannesburg to Miss 
Alice Holbrook in the Hotel Vendome. 
Miss Holbrook is the sister-in-law of 
Barney Barnato, the Kaffir king. Her 
eldest sister married the great specu- 
lator when he first started in his 
money-making career. 

“The news of the death came from @ 
sister who ranks in age between Miss 
Holbrook and Mrs. Barnato. She lives 
in Cape Colony. From Madeira, where 
the ship touched, the death message 
was cabled to South Africa, where Bar- 
nato was best known. 

“ ‘Mrs. Barnato is in London,’ said 
Miss Holbrook to a World reporter last 
night, ‘and I shall go next week to join 
her. She is the best sister that ever 
lived, and she needs my sympathy. 

“Miss Holbrook was apparently un- 
nerved by the terrible news, but she 
bore up bravely, and from these words 
spoken almost under her breath, it 
showed that the end, while unexpected, 
was not to be wondered at. She said: 
‘He has lost loads and loads and loads 
of money lately. No wonder he com- 
mitted suicide.’ 

“Miss Holbrook says the Barnato for- 
tune at.the time of his death was about 
£3,000,000.”’

Charles T. Johnson Wounded by an 
Unknown Woman.

Off-color Dane Than a Dead 
American.

PHOENIX, June 9.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Philip Lashley, a colored 
soldier at Huachuca, up to a few 
months ago undertook all the risks of 
the service of dying for the United 
States. When he came to the scratch, 
however, Philip was not willing to die 
for his country. This, too, in the face 
of strong insistence on the part of the 
country that he could best serve its 
}ends by being dead. Instead of march- 
ing to his death like a _ soldier, he 
turned traitor, and now declines to die, 
going so far as to say that he doesn't 
belong to this dog-gone country no 
how. He belongs to Denmark, he says, 
and thinks the United States could dis- 
pense with his services between the 
hours of 9 a.m. and 4 p.m., Friday, June 
11, at hanging by the neck till dead. 
In fact, he would rather be a living 
Dane than a dead American. The Dan- 
ish characteristics are blue eyes, fair 
skin and yellow hair, points on which 
Lashley is very shy. His hair, eyes 
and skin are all one color, and that is 
black. Still he insists that he is a 
Dane, and explains that he was born 
on the island of St. Croix, a Danish 
possession, and therefore he is a Dane, 
even if he hasn't blue and white and 
yellow features. His lawyer interested 
Minister Brun, at Washington, who in- 
terfered through the State Department. 
That department requested Gov. 
Franklin to grant a “respite, until 
President McKinley could act on the 
Danish Minister’s petition. This was 
done, the 9th of July being set as 
Lashley’s last day on earth. Soon after 
came a telegram from Atty.-Gen. Mc- 
Kenna, stating that the President de- 
clined to commute the sentence. As the 
offense, murder on a military reserva- 
tion, was Federal rather than Terri- 
torial, and the State Department made 
its request under a misapprehension of 
Gov. Franklin’s jurisdiction, Gov. 
Franklin next telegraphed President 
McKinley, requesting that he concur in 
the Governor's respite. A telegram has 
just been received granting the request. 
Lashley may, therefore, look forward 
to July 9 with great confidence of then 
doing everything in his power to serve 
the United States. 


M’CORD’S CONFIRMATION. 


M. H. McCord’s confirmation by the 
Senate as Governoriof Arizona seems 
strangely long in coming. It is about 
as slow as was his nomination, and it 
would now seem by no means as sure. 
According to advices from the McCord 
standpoint from Washington, the Com- 
mittee on Territories has come to a 
conclusion, a majority favoring his 
confirmation, with expectations of a 
minority report.

ASSESSING THE RAILROAD. 


The Territorial Board of Equaliza- 
tion is in session. The principal fync- 
tion of the board is to assess the il- 
roads, and they are now at that duty. 
Thus far they have assessed but one 
road, the Atlantic and Pacific. This 
was returned by the company at $4500 
a mile, but the board raised it to $5000 
a mile. Attorney Snider, for the road, 
argued that the board had no right to 
assess it, on the ground that the origi- 
nal franchise from the government 
granted immunity from taxation in the 
Territories. The tender of a valuation 
of $4500 was, he said a concession on 
the part of the road, and not a recogni- 
tion of the Territory’s right to assess, 
The New Mexico and _ Arizona road, 
from Benson to Nogales, returned a 
valuation of $284,000, as against $460,000 
assessed last year.

Southern Brethren.

NEW YORK, June 14.—The Herald 
says the Afro-American community in 
New York is stirred up over the recent 
outbreaks of lynching in both South 
and North, and in all the colored 
churches the subject is being discussed. 

The negroes look to their ministers 
to take the lead in all public move- 
ments, and the ministers are contem- 
plating calling a mass-meeting to pro- 
test against the outbreak of lawless- 
ness and to advocate stringent Federal 
legislation to protect the negro. 

Rev. M. R. Franklin of the Zion 
African Methodist Episcopal Church 
says that the sentiment of the colored 
community here is that the Federal 
government should step in to protect 
the Southern negro. Rev. J. Scott of 
the Zion Baptist Church thinks that 
the only way to stop lynchings is the 
passage of a law compelling every 
county in which a lynching occurs to 
pay a heavy indemnity to the relatives 
of the victims.

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WILL PAY NO MORE. ~ 


TEMPLE-STREET CABLE ROAD 
STOCKHOLDERS DISCOURAGED. 


— = 


There Have Been Too Many Assese- 
ments— The Bondholders Take 
Possession of the Property. 
Looking fer Cheap Power—Trati- 
ers for Santa Monica Cars. 


A crisis has come in the affairs of 
the Temrple-street Cable Railway Com- 
pany. For years the road has been op- 
erated at a loss, and now the stock- 
bolders have refused to pay any more 
assessments and the property has fal- 
len into the hands of the bondholders. 

The road is one of the oldest lines in 
the city. It was in operation before the 
extensive and costly system of cable 
roads on Seventh street, Grand avenue, 
Boyle Heights and East Los Angeles, 
and the connecting links, were thought 
of. It has been of immense service in 
building up a large section of the city. 
A large proportion of the route is 
through a sparsely-settled district. The 
line runs out West Temple street to the 
neighborhood of the Los Angeles Acad- 
emy. formerly the Baptist College, 
mwhere it connects with the dummy line 
to Hollywood. The’ country between 
Belmont avenue and the western end 
of the line has few people, and the re- 
ceipts have been below the cost of op- 
eration. 

The road was not an expensive one 
to operate; in fact, it is said that the 
cost was remarkably low for a line of 
such a length. For a number of years 
the stockholders have kept the road in 
operation only by paying assessments 
of about $10,000 a year. 

Now the stockholders are tired of 
paying out money all to no purpose, 
and the road has fallen into the hands 
of the bondholders. It is estimated 
that several hundred thousand dollars 
have been lost in the enterprise. 

CHEAP POWER. 


The Southern California Power Com- 
pany, which has let contracts for the 
construction of a plant in the cafion of 
the Santa Ana River near Redlands 
for the development of electricity from 
the energy of the mountain stream, is 
not the only company of the kind in 
the field. This company has made con- 
tracts to supply current to the West 
Side Lighting Company, to the Pasa- 
dena and Pacific Railway Company end 
to the Pasadena Light and Power 
Company. The Los Angeles Railway 
Company is negotiating with the South- 
ern California Power Company for a 
supply of cheap electricity, and also 
with several other promoters of similar 
enterprises who are trying to make ar- 
rangements to drive out of business the 
oil-burning furnaces, the steam engines 
and the dynamos of the big Los Ange- 
les Railway power-house. The street- 
railway company is not itself going in 
for the development of power, but it is 
ready to buy cheap power wherever it 
can get it, so long as abundance and 
continuity of supply are guaranteed. 

RAILWAY NOTES. 


It is reported that trailers will be 
used on the electric cars which the 
Pasadena and Pacific Company will - 
run on its new line to Santa Mopica. 

There will also be baggage cars, and 
it is probable that two mail cars will 
be fitted up for use on the system. 

There is apprehension on the part of 
the passenger agents of the roads’ 
which reach Los Angeles that there will 
be a dearth of sleeping-car accomme- 
dations for east-bound excursionists at 
the close of the Christian Endeavor 
convention in San Francisco.

SPAIN’S CUBAN POLICY. 

The serious extent to which the gov- 
ernment of Spain is divided against 
itself is indicated by the fact that a 
wide breach has occurred in the ranks 
of the Conservatives, which party 
Sefior Canovas, as Premier, is sup- 
posed to represent. A meeting of 
Conservatives who dissent from the 
Canovas-Weyler regime was held on 
Saturday, at which Sefior Sylva, the 
leader of the dissidents, declared that 
Premier Canovas had signed the death 
warrant of parliamentary government. 
Sefior Sylva also earnestly advocated 
‘an investigation into the true condi- 
tion of affairs in Cuba, the creation 
of a colonial army, and the develop- 
ment of the material resources of the 
island, in connection with radical re- 
forms in governmental administration. 
He also expressed the opinion that it 
is now absolutely necessary for Spain 
to abandon her policy of international 
isolation. 

It remains to be seen how far these 
Conservative dissenters will be willing 
to act with the Liberals in opposing 
the policy heretofore pursued toward 
Cuba by the Spanish government, 
which policy includes the retention of 
Weyler in command as captain-general 
of the island: The numerical strength 
of the dissidents is yet to be demon- 
strated. If, by uniting with the Lib- 
erals, they are able to defeat the plans 
of the Canovas Ministry, another Cabi- 
net crisis may be expected to occur in 
the near future, which would result 
in the retirement of Canovas and the 
placing of Sagasta, or possibly Campos, 
in power as the President of the Coun- 
cil. In the event of such a revolution 
there would be an immediate change 
in the policy of the government to- 
ward Cuba. The change would neces- 
sarily be for the better, as it could 
scarcely be for the worse. But whether 
this change, if it come, will be in time 
to effect any practical good is ex- 
tremely doubtful. The Cuban insur- 
gents are bent upon political inde- 
pendence, and will probably accept no 
conclusion of the war which stops 
short of that consummation. The 
power of Spain, under any ministry, to 
terminate the rebellion upon any other 
terms is becoming more and more 
doubtful. The fall of the Canovas 
Ministry and the adoption of a con- 

po be in- 
terpreted by the insurgent leaders as 
a confession of weakness, and they 
would not be disposed to make many 
concessions to a foe which had virtu- 
ally confessed its inability to overcome 
them by force. 

There is not much reason, therefore, 
to anticipate a speedy termination of 
the Cuban rebellion, whether the Cano- 
vas Ministry remains in power or is 
succeeded by a ministry bearing the 
olive branch.. Meanwhile, the course 
which the United States will pursue 
in the matter is regarded with the 


deepest concern on both eides of the’ 


Atlantic. That this nation must take 
some more decided stand than it has 
yet taken for the protection of Ameri- 
can citizens and interests is generally 
conceded, both here and in Spain. ~A 
considerable amount of. history is 
likely to be made within the next few 
‘weeks. That it will be history. dis- 
creditable to.the United States need 
mot be feared. President McKinley 
has evidently given the Cuban problem 
very serious and thoughtful attention, 
and he will undoubtedly pursue that 
course, in this vexing business, which 
is wisest and best.

GOLD PAYMENTS AND INTEREST 

The Supreme Court of this State has 
recently decided, in the case of Mur- 
phy vs. San Luis Obispo, that munici- 
pal bonds cannot be made payable in 
gold coin alone, but must be made 
payable in gold coin or lawful money 
of the United States. Numerous peti- 
tions for a rehearing are pending in 
this case. If these petitions be de- 
nied, the decision will stand as the 
law of the State. If a rehearing be 
granted, the decision may be reversed, 
though it is more likely to be sus- 
tained. 

Los Angeles, in common with every 
other municipality in the State, is 
vitally concerned in the ultimate de- 
termination of this* question. The 
pending proposition for the issuance 
of bonde for school purposes in this 
city will have to await the action of 
the Supreme Court on the applications 
for a rehearing. Upon the final de- 
cision will depend, to a great extent, 
the ability of municipalities to borrow 
money on bonds at a low rate of in- 
terest. If the issuance of bonds pay- 
able in gold be declared illegal, every 
municipality which desires to borrow 
money on its bonds will be compelled 
to pay a high rate of interest, and in 
many cases municipal bonds will go 
begging for want of a purchaser. The 
net result will be a considerable loss 
to the public, in the way of higher in- 
terest rates, and a considerable gain 
to money-lenders, who will receive 
higher rates of interest in considera- 
tion of the greater risks which they 
assume. These risks are nominal, 
rather than real, but they will be used, 
successfully, to advance the rates of 
interest, 

There is no real prospect that any 
of the “lawful money of the United 
States” will again fall below the par 
value of gold coin, because there is not 
much likelihood that the free-silver 
repudiationists will succeed in enact- 
ing their-vague and untenable theories 
into law. But there is a possibility 
that they may succeed in debasing the 
currency, as they propose to do if 
given a lease of power. This possi- 
bility, however vague, will enable the 
money-loaner to advance his rates of 
interest on the class of securities re-' 
ferred to; and the people, in whose 
name and on whose behalf the bonds 
are issued and the money borrowed, 
will pay the extra expense or lose the 
loan. . 

If the laws of California are as indi- 
cated by the Supreme Court decision 
in the case above referred to, the

the right of contract untrammeled the 
better. A natural right exists between 
man and man to make contracts pay- 
able in anything upon which the par- 
ties to such contracts may mutually 
agree—in gold, in silver, in wheat, in 
cats and dogs, in anything satisfactory 
to both contracting parties. It is 
doubtful if any law, State or national, 
could deprive the individual of this 
natural right. Municipalities should 
have as full rights as individuals in 
this respect, It is not just that their 
obligations should be discounted be- 
cause of the financial vagaries of a po- 
litical clique which threatens the in- 
tegrity of our national currency. 
Municipalities which borrow money 
are willing to pay back their loans, 
dollar for dollar, with a reasonable 
rate of interest. The moral sense of 
any reputable community would rebel 
against the total or partial repudia- 


adopted, would lead inevitably to re- 
pudiation, inflation and general insta- 
bility of the currency and of values, 
are in large part responsible for the 
conditions against which they inveigh 
most strenuously. They menace capi- 
tal in a thousand ways, and complain 
because capital is conservative and 
timid. They deliberately set about to 
create widespread distrust, and to 
destroy confidence, and then com- 
plain because capital demands high 
rates of interest before it will emerge 
from places of safety to take its 
chances in the vicissitudes of manu- 
facture and barter. They set about, 
methodically, to kill the goose that 
lays the golden egg, and then wonder 
that the price of golden eggs is high. 
It is a simple case of cause and effect. 


Now that. New York has fallen heir 
to Boston’s Bacchante, which was a 
trifle too spicy for the Puritanical 
taste of the Bostonese, the city of 
Gotham is debating the question as 
to whether the much-discussed statue 
ought to be housed under the roof of 
the Métropolitan Museum of Art or set 
up as an open-air feature in Central 
Park. The Journal seems to think 
that the Bacchante might do out of 
doors, but fears the climate would be 
too tough for it (and any one who has 
ever been in New York in winter will 
agree that it would be hard lines for 
even a bronze-figure;) while the Com- 
mercial Advertiser says, in reply to 
the Journal, that “if exposure could 
breed pneumonia in a statue, the bare 
heads of Cox, Scott, Halleck and Burns 
might no longer torment us. 
chante would be stifled in a hall, but 
she would flourish and instruct the 
populace in Central Park.” And there 
you are. 


Iowa has adopted the wild rose as 
its State flower, and Maj. S. H. M. 
Byers, who wrote “Sherman’s March 
to the Sea,”’ has embalmed the emblem 
in a song entitled “The Rose of Iowa.” 
The State Register, commenting upon

whole thing is a matter of sentiment, 
but since when have we decided to ban- 
ish sentiment from Iowa?” A renais- 
sance of sentiment would be a good 
thing for the whole country. Let us 
not be a nation of money-grubbers and 
rut-travelers, but let us get out where 
the birds of poesy sing in the hearts of 
men and the fragrance of happy 
thoughts sweetens the daily life of our 
neighbors and ourselves.

YOUNG FRED BELL FILES SUIT 
AGAINST HIS MOTHER. 
Charges That by Reason of Her 


Drunkenness and Indecency Her 
Children are Neglected, 


FAMILY SKELETONS EXPOSED. 


SECRETS OF THE HOUSE OF MYS- 
TERY LEAKING OUT, 


Parasites Deserting the Place Be- 
cause Food is Scarce—Old Mammy 
Pleasant’s Days of Usefual- 

meses Ended. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Made desperate, he alleges, 
by the conduct of his mother, whom 
he declares to be brutal and dissolute, 
young Fred Bell, son of the late mil- 
‘ltonatre, Thomas Bell, filed in the Su- 
preme Court today, a suit even more 
sensational than any of the actions 
which make up the legal record of the 
Bell family and estate. In effect, Bell 
charges that his mother, Mrs. Theresa 
Bell, is, by reason of “drunkenness and 
indecency,’’ unfit to be the guardian of 
her minor children, and avers that she 
has misused funds paid to her for their 
education and support. 

The complaint shows that the trial 
will bring to light some sengational 
features of life in that “house of mys- 
tery,” the Thomas Bell mansion, at 
Bush and Octavia streets, where 
“Mammy” Pleasant, the friend of Sa- 
rah Althea Hill and Mrs. Theresa Bell 
have queened it, surrounded by a reti- 
nue of white and colored adherents. 

It is apparent that the singular power 
of “Mammy” Pleasant has been broken 
and that she is no longer able to pre- 
serve the mystery that has always 
hung about the house. In _ fact’ 
“Mammy” Pleasant, now in her eighty- 
third year, is on what is believed to be 
her dying bed. She has been ill for a 
long time and recently she has had sev- 
eral acute attacks of heart trouble. 

Soon after the tragic and mysterious 
death of Thomas Bell nearly five years 
ago, troubles began that have culmi- 
nated in this suit. According to the 
plaintiff, affairs have been at low ebb 
in the “house of mystery’”’ for some 
months, and there has been no manage- 
ment and no funds. Slowly the para- 
sites about the place have dropped off 
as food became scarce. For some time 
no one but an old blind servant has 
been about the house to do any work, 
and Fred Bell has been compelled to 
do the cooking himself. 

The Bell estate is worth about $3,00,- 
000, which was left to the widow and 
six children. It will be eight years be- 
fore the youngest reaches majority. It 
is @ curious fact that old Bell met 
death by a fall over a railing down two 
fights of stairs, and that four years 
after, young Fred had @ narrow escape 
from the same fate. The latter was 
drunk at the time, and since then he 
thasn’t looked on the wine when it was 
red. 


‘DEBS’S COLONY. 


Middle-of-the-road Pops Hope to 
“Work It.’’ 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

DALLAS, (Texas,) June 14.—J. F. 
Bradley, chairman of the Populist 
State Committee, has gone to Chicago 
to meet E. V. Debs and his associates 
tn a scheme to organize a Socialist 
Labor Codperative colony to be lo- 
cated at some place not yet deter- 
mined upon. 

The Chicago meeting to promote the 
movement is to be held on June 15. 
The middle-of-the-road Populist lead- 
ers of Texas, it is said profess to see 
in the scheme political advantages to 
them, and Chairman Bradley’s presence 
at Chicago will be for the purpose of 
trying to get the colony located in 
his State. Gen. Paul Vandervoort, 
late of Omaha, ex-Gov. Waite of Colo- 
rado, and J. C. McAndrews, middle- 
of-the-road Populist candidate for At- 
torney-General of Colo , all re- 
cently located in Texas and are push- 
ing movements similar to that on which 
Debs is working. 

THE A.R.U. DEFUNCT. 

CHICAGO, June 14.—It was an- 
nounced tonight by friends of Eugene 
V. Debs that it had been decided that 
the American Railway Union is dead. 
After the public announcement tomor- 
row morning at Hendel Hall, and 
speech-making, the delegates will ad- 
journ to Uhlrich’s Hall, where E. V. 
Debs’s socialist colonization scheme 
will be given out, modeled on the Bel- 
liamy plan, the State of Washington 
being selected as the scene of experi- 
ment. A declaration of principles al- 
ready prepared by Debs, will be issued 
in pamphlet form, and distributed 
broadcast. A corps of organizers will 
be sent out, and recruiting headquar- 
ters will be established in Chicago, with 
branches. Debs says, in every State 
in the Union. 

The names on the roster of the 
American Ranwey Union will be trans- 
erre oO at o e merican o- 
operative Union, or brotherhood, and 
the new members must pay a small 
admission fee, together with an an- 
nual per capita tax. The convention 
will draw up a eet of rules and regu- 
lations governing the admission of 
new members, and all members will 
be required to pass a eort of civil- 
service examination before their names 
can be enrolled. The convention will 
adjourn next Saturday. Following the 
adjournment a great open-air mass- 
meeting is planned. 

Mr. Debs said tonight that he was 
positive a peaceful army of 100,000 
unemployed men could.be mobilized in 
Chicago within ten days. It is ex- 
pected that the first division will leave 
Chicago bound for Washington within 
thirty days, and possibly before.

CALCUTTA, June 14.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Later reports increase the 
gravity of the earthquake shocks Sat- 
urday in this city and vicinity. An ex- 
tensive area was affected, causing much 
misery among many poor Europeans 
and natives. The shocks were felt at 
Simla, Agra, Bombay, Manchur and at 
many places far down the central prov- 
inces. 

An immense amount of damage was 
done at Hoogley, Burdwan and Dace, 
where several persons were killed and 
at Gopalpoor, Patna, Ransganj, Nangi- 
poor, Balisor, Maziffarpoog and Morg- 
hyr. At Darjiding many houses were 
destroyed. The traffic on the Eastern 
Bengal Bailroad is interrupted.

NEW SCHOOL HEADQUARTERS. 


SUPERINTENDENT FOSHAY AND 
_. THE BOARD WILL MOVE. 


High School Commencement Will Be 
at Hazard’s Pavilion—An Unprece- 
dentedly Peaceful Meeting 
Withont a Spat. 


An unwonted spirit of friendliness 
and geniality seemed to pervade the 
Board of Education last night. All was 
as calm and peaceful as a summer day. 
The members of the board discussed 
the campaign to secure the next. con- 
vention of the National Educational As- 


sociation for Los Angeles, talked about |. 


the High School commencement, agreed 
to hire new rooms, toyed with a few 
routine matters, and adjourned with- 
out the shadow of a scrap. 

On July 8 and 9 the National Educa- 
tional Association will meet in Mil- 
waukee. Last. night a communication 
was presented from Dr. H. L. Getz, 
president of the department of school 
administration of the organization, 
asking the Los Angeles Board of Edu- 
cation to appoint at least one delegate 
to the convention. Superintendent Fo- 
shay was called on to tell something 
about the preparations that are being 
made for the fight to secure the next 
convention for Los Angeles. He de- 
clared that the commercial bodies of 
the city scarcely seemed to realize the 
importance of the effort that was to be 
made. 


The question carhe up several times 
during tha meeting. and at last it was 
settled by instructing President Mathis 
to appoint a delegate to the convention 
from ‘among the members of the Board 
of Education, and by an agreement that 
the expenses of this delegate should be 
defrayed by the Board of Education, if 
this could be legally done. A, commit- 
tee consisting of Messrs. Davis, Bartlett 
and Foshay was appointed: to confer 
with the local commercial bodies in 
regard to the tmportance of sending 
large and active committees to Mil- 
waukee to help in the work of winning 
the convention for Los Angeles. 

Mrs. C. W. Crall’s request for the 
use of a room in the Norwood school 
during the vacation was ordered filed, 
as contrary to the rules and regulations 
of the Board of Education. , 

Princtpal Housh 6f the High School 
was called upon for a few words in 
relation to the institution’s final work. 
He. reported that’ while only $50 had 
been allowed for printing .commence- 
ment programmes, invitations, etc., a 
few dollars more would be needed. This 
was allowed. 

He reported that Hazard’s Pavilion 
had been engaged for the mence- 
ment exercises in.-order to sure 
there-would be. plenty of oom tor” ty - 
enytody. «He said it would be néces- 
sary to deaden the floors with ‘sawdust 
in’ ordér to make it possible for the 
speakers to be heard. Mr. Braly ¢ée- 
clared that it was a pity Simpson Tab- 
ernacle was not to be used instead, be- 
cause it would be impossible for the

mit*copies of all votes, resolutions and 
documents which are to be sent to the 
members of the board, to teachers and 
other employés of the board. He shall 
also at each regular meeting of the 
beard, furnish to the president a list of 
reports due, and all items of unfinished 
business in the order of their appear- 
ance upon the minutes. 

“He shall also sign all demands ap- 
proved by the board and all records of 
the meetings of the board, and such: 
other papers requiring the same. He 

shall keep regular office hours, to-wit; 
8 to 12 a.m. and 1 to 5 p.m., and per- 
form such office duties as are required 
by the board, the city charter, or the 
law.” 

The second amendment prescribed 
the duties of the clerk of supplies is 
follows: 

“The board shall annually appoint a 
clerk of supplies, whose duty shall be 
to attend to the receipt and disburse- 
ment of all supplies, etc., under direc- 
tion of the office of the secretary of the 
board. He shall give a bond of $1000 
for the faithful performance of his du- 
ties.’

CALIFORNIA STRAWBERRIES. FE. 
FP. Stacy of Minneapolis, who comes to 
California every winter in the interest 
of his fruit business, has returned 
home from Los Angeles, and has been 
telling the Commercial Bulletin of 
Minneapoljs something about California 
fruits. In regard to strawberries, Mr. 
Stacy says: 

“Strawberries are not a California 
product. Covina is about the only place 
where they are produced imany quan- 
tities, and the fruit raised there is 
generally consumed before it reaches 
this market. It would not pay to ship 
strawberries here. The distance is too 
great. and the fruit is never marketed 
before the merchants here begin to re- 


ceive berries from Mississippi. Mr. 
Stacy says the strawberries in Cali- 


fornia have sacrificed their flavor to 
irrigation. They are of large size, but 
insipid.” 

It is hard to see how Mr. Stacy can 
say that strawberries “are not a Cali- 
fornia product,’ when they are raised 
not only in sufficient quantity to give 
every Californian a chance to eat 
plenty of them every day in the year 
for nine months, but also to export 
large quantities to the East. Two 
places in this county, Azusa and Gar- 
dena, shipped last year over a million 
pounds of strawberries, a large por- 
tion-of which amount was shipped to 
cities east of the mountains. If Minne- 
apolis fails to receive any of these 
strawberries it is doubtless the fault 
of the dealers._there, as certainly our 
strawberries are ready for the market 
before those grown in the Southern 
States are ripe. In fact, there is never 
a month in the year when strawberries 
raised in the open air cannot be had in 
Ios Angeles by those who are able 
and willing to pay for them. 

When the fruit trains left Los An- 
geles in the evening it was possible 
to ship delicate fruits, such as berries, 
to much greater distances than at 
present, when the fruit is sent off in 
the morning. The production of ber- 
ries in Southern California is rapidly 
increasing, and without doubt the rail-

road companies will before long see 
that it is to their interest to do every- 
thing possible for the development of 
this branch of our horticultural in- 
dustry. 

As to the question of size and flavor, 
referred to by Mr. Stacy, there is no 
doubt that in this case, as in the case 
of other varieties of fruit, Californians 
are too much inclined to sacrifice flavor 
to appearance. As a rule, the large 
fruit is far less palatable than the 
small fruit, and this holds true as a 
rule of strawberries. The small dark 
red mountain berries are by far the 
most appetizing variety of strawberries 
brought to this market, being almost 
equal to the wild fruit in flavor. 

However, as long as the public eats 
with its eyes, just so long will growers 
seek to please them by raising showy 
fruit.

ing occupied by Trustee Washburn. 

Reports were received from City En- 
gineer Clapp, recommending the adop- 
tion of specified grade elevations on 
Camden, Ellis, Del Mar and Glenarm 
streets and on Fairmont avenue. The 
City Attorney was instructed to pre- 
pare the necessary ordinances. 

A petition from property-owners on 
Waverly drive, asking that the street 
be sprinkled, was referred to the 
Street Superintendent. The owners of 
a considerable amount of frontage on 
South Raymond avenue presented a 
petition asking that the avenue from 
Colorado street to Glenarm street, near 
the power-house, be graded, curbed 
and guttered, where such work has not 
already been done. The City Attorney 
calleG attention to the fact that the 
frontage represented by signers .whose 
property fronted on the improved. por- 


tion of the avenue, could not be used | 


in the effort to figure up a majority of 
the frontage in favor of the improve- 
ment. As it appeared that nearly all 
the property represented by the signa- 
tures to the petition fronts on the im- 
proved part of the avenue, the Council 
determined not to grant the petition. It 
was laid upon the table. . 

R: H. Pinney was granted permission 
to erect a corrugated-iron shed beside 
his switch from the Santa Fé. 

The City Recorder reported four 
cases tried before him in May for vio- 
lation of city ordinances. One of the 
offeriders was charged with drunken- 
mess, one with riding a wheel on a 
sidewalk, one with distributing bills 
without a license, and one with ped- 
Giing without a license.

POMONA. 
Death of Mrs. Palomares Recalls the 
Early Days. 

POMONA, June 14.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The death this morning of 
Mrs. Lugarda Alvarado de Palomares 
recalis the days of the Mexican posses- | 
sion of California, for she was born in 
what is now the city of Pomona long 
enough ago to have remembered the 
discovery of gold and the admission of 

the State into the Union. 

When she first gazed upon Mt. San 
Antonio there were not a hundred An- 
glo-Saxons on the Pacific Coast. That 
was in 1840, the year before the first 
emigrant train entered the State. She 
was the d&ughter of Ysidro Alvarado, 
and was subsequently married to Fran- 
cisco Palomares, a son of Ignacio Palo- 
mares, to whom Gov. Alvarado had in 
1837 granted the immense San José 
rancho, including a portion of this Val- 
ley. Here and in San Diego county on 
the Rancho Monurrate she has passed 
her life, bridging the whole history of 
the development of the State. 

In 1891 when a cloud was thrown on 
the land titles of the Rancho San José, 
Mrs. Palomares cheerfully signed quit- 
claim deeds and was the means of wip- 
ing out what might otherwise have 
been an_embarrassing feature of land 
titles, 

Her death was not unexpected, as she 
-has for some time been in poor health. 

Mrs. Palomares leaves two sons and 
two daughters to perpetuate the good 
repute which has always been associ- 
ated with the family. | 

Unlike many of the old Spanish 
families, the deceased was at the time 
of her death 'still in possession of great 
real estate wealth, owning several hun- 
dred acres in and near the city and 
4000 or 5000 acres in San Diego county.

CARPENTERS BUSY. 


SIX MILES OF LONDON STREETS 
ARE LIKE AN AMPHITHEATER. 


Shops, Hotels, Residences and 
Churches Hidden from View by 
Seats Put Up for the Queen’s 
Jubilee Populace. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.] 

NEW YORK, June 14.—A dispatch to 
the Journal from London says six miles 
of London streets today resembled the 
amphitheater of a circus. From Buck- 
ingham Palace up Constitution Hill to 
Piccadilly, down Piccadilly to St. 
James street, thence by way of Pall 
Mall, the Strand.and Fleet street to 
St. Paul’s Cathedral and after that 
across the Thames by way of Cheap- 
side, King Williamristreet and London 
Bridge back to the palace, around 
through Borough High street, Borough 
road, Westminster Bridge, Parliament 
street, ehaji ang .the Pall Mall, 
the shops, hotels, residences, “churohes, 
parks and public buildings. are hidden 
from view by miles and miles of pine 
board seats. 

Not one foot of available space along 
the entire route of the jubilee proces- 
sion is left unoccupied. The sloping 
roofs of the churches, the tops of lower 
houses, the gaps between the buildings, 
every conceivable place where there is 
‘a possibility of seating a human being 
has its row of seats. 

Every carpenter in London is work- 
ing along the route of the procession, 
and the permanent building trade is at 
a standstill, while the artisans of the 
hammer and saw are getting the un- 
precedented wages of $5 and $6 a day. 

Some of the stands which are wholly 
or partly finished have been tempor- 
arily decorated by owners, so as to see 
how they will look on jubilee day. Some 
of them are most attractive sights, 
and if the other owners show the same 
decorative capacity, this part of Lon- 
don will soon look like a. fairy town. 
‘Real flowers are to be used in decora- 
tions profusely. At one or two stands 
the box office has been opened, gaily 
decorated and lighted with electricity 
at night. in the windows, as usual, is a 
model of ‘the particular stand as it 
will. appear on jubilee day. 

At present the sale of seats is very 
slack. People are waiting for the in- 
evitable sump in prices. If stand-own- 
ers get only a couple of guineas a seat, 
the profits will not be large. As it 
looks now there will be plenty of seats 
for sale jubilee day at a guiena, five 
shillings and one shilling. 

There are people in London unfeeling 
enough to generate glee over the cir- 
cumstances that landlords all along the 
route of the procession who have 
evicted their tenants, under the im- 
pression that prices of windows jubilee 
day would more than make up a year’s 
rental will probably lose not only on 
rents, but money paid for the erection 
of stands.

FOREIGN TRADE.

Over Twenty-two Million Dollars 
Increase in Imports. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.] 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The 
monthly comparative statement of im- 
ports and exports issued by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, Treasury Depart- 
ment, shows the exports of domestic 
merchandise during May to have 
amounted to $76,302,082, against $64,- 
587,491 for May, last year. The imports 
of merchandise during May last 
amounted to $79,321,827, of which $36,- 
683,770 was free of duty. ~The increase 
in the total imports of merchandise 
over May, 1896, was over $22,000,000. 

For the eleven months ended May 31 
last the exports of domestic merchan- 
dise exceeded those for the same pe- 
riod last year by over  $162,000,000. 
while the imports fell off during the 
Same period over $44,000.000. The ¢x- 
ports of gold during last May amounted 
to $5,466,711 against $19,103,913 for May, 
1896. During the eleven months the im- 


test case Was made some time ago,

Edelman did not put away his ma- 
chine when the others were stopped. 
It was a liberal machine, charging the 
player only about 80 per cent. for the 
fun of working it. Detectives H 
and Auble gave it quite 
test and ascertained th 


prohibited class, and last 


Saturday 
they were considerate enough to give 


Edelman an opportunity to avoid 
trouble by informing him that his 
gambling machine was under the ban 
and requesting him to remove it. Edel- 
man intimated that he knew the law 
better than they did, and bluntly re- 
fused to close the game. He became 
indignant at what he seemed to regard 
as an unwarranted interference with 
his 80 per cent. business, and informed 
the minions of the law that if they 
fooled with him he would do all sorts 
of queer things to them individually 
and to the police department generally. 
As yet he hasn't got very far in the 
direction indicated, for his machine hds 
been confiscated and he is a defendant 
on a misdemeanor charge. If Mr. 
Edelman should persist in his declared 
intention to render the whole police de- 
partment unfit for duty, it would be a 
great public calamity, with the Fourth 
of July coming on, and everything. An 
effort will probably be made to dis- 
suade him from his dire determination. 

Edelman says he will have no diffi- 
culty in showing that the machine is a 
legal device. Having been a court clerk 
he claims some knowledge of the law, 
and he also declares that he is one of 
the greatest politicians in town and 
can make things disagreeably interest- 
ing for anybody who causes him in- 
convenience or trouble. 

His ability to get out of legal en- 
tanglements has been demonstrated. 
When he was clerk of Judge Cheney's 
court he became involved in’ the forged- 
order trouble for which Attorney Mon- 
tana was prosecuted, but the indict- 
ments were finally dismissed on techni- 
cal grounds after about three years of 
legal sparring and political pulling. 
Edelman’'s nickel-machine case is set 
for Wednesday. 

Other saloon-keepers and cigar deal- 
ers, Who run the card machines, fear 
that Edelman’'s obstinacy may result in 
the closing up of the whole busingss. 

Edelman last night declared that if 
the case against him is pushed he will 
tell a whole lot of things that he knows 
about violations of law by other peo- 
ple. That his boasted knowledge of 
violations of law is not altogether 
idle vaporing is indicated by the fact 
that he knew something about the 
Knowlton-Kelly nugget swindle before 
the police heard of it. He knew more 
about that affair than he cared to tell, 
and, although he dropped a hint when 
his tongue was more than normally 
loose, he persistently refused to give 
information of the robbery to the po- 
lice and diligently clouded the case, so 
that investigators were unable to get 
at the facts. He now explains his 
reticence by saying that he had ‘taken 
a solemn oath not to tell,” and that 
he “didn’t know anything, anyway.”
